Juat how this parity is to be brought 
about has never been made very clear. 
It can never be attained with the pres- 
ent ratio of silver to gold.

men are strong, they are not strong in 
that direction.

Suppose that silver 
dollars had beeu issued thab were within 
two cents o! the vuluo of gold dollars 
two months ago. Tho riso of the last 
two months would bave brought these 
silver coins quite above tho value of 
gold dollars. What would then hnvo oc- 
curred? 
Tiioro would hnvo baen 
n 


swoop down on luo market for silver. A 
strong speculative 
movement would 


have sot in, 
Gold would have boon 


crowded into tho background. 
That 


would be all right, say some silver men. 
That is a result wo wane to bring about, 
Silver would bo uppermost UB n cur- 
rency. 


'But then on tho other hand, euppoao 


at tho expiration of threo or six raonthn 
tho price o! ailvor should hnvo Tnllen 
back eight or ten conta au ounce. Wlio 
could measure the damnna wrought by 
such a fluctuation? What, in thut 
event, would become of silver currency? 
It would sink away from its parity, 
Everybody would be demanding gold aa 
before. 


Those are some of the difficultioa that 


beset tho bimetallic thoory. 
Xo one 


has evur oloarly douionolrated just how 
such a difficulty could be saiely got 
over. If the value oi silver would not 
fluetnuto more than three ceuta 
an 


ounce there could bo something like a 
parity of luotftle, 
How aau u currency 


of two metals bo kopt on a parity ? 
National bank cotes are kopt • on a 
parity with gold because they aru' re- 
deemable at nil tlmaa in gold. It" silver 
could at all times bu redeomod in the 
aurue way it iu probable that a very 
Biruill part of it would ever bj jiro- 
aauied at home for redemption. 
Jt 


would be enough for the holders lo 
know thut they could get gold for silver 
to make them content with the latter. 


There 
can 
bs no question 
that 


tho movement for silver ia becoming 
stronger every day.

Secret grudges find an opportunity iu 
these covert attacks to get oven with 
offending persona.

The young 
fellows who have not fairly got beyund a 
vesily condition, hive been allowed 
each year to air their clumsy nit and to 
make direct attacks on professors and 
teachers under the disguise of fun and 
persiflage.

Japan is 
now in the tray of Ruesia, and there is 
something like a formal notico that ebo 
•must gat out of tho way. France and 
Germany, it is reported, are supporting 
the claims oi llussia, and England 
takea no definite position. Oar own 
Government sympathizes with Japan. 


Tain ie the preient attitude of parties 


according to the telegraphic report. All 
these poiitiona may be moduiad within 
a few daya. Just now, Japan hae a 
much larger navy, and a much larger 
land forca than Rnsoiu has in tho Pa- 
cific. 
But that fact might not ulti- 


mately change tho action of tho latter. 
If Germany and France givo 80 much 
ai moral support to tho claims of Rus- 
sia, it it probable that sooner or later, 
these will be enforcad. That see me to 
be the logic of the situation at present. 
A great deal of thia Russian war talk 
may be mere amoko, Japan has coma 
out of one great war victorious. I! aha 
were to coma out of a content, with Rus- 
sia, nothing gained in the contest with 
China mix hi compensate ior the humili- 
ation of a later defeat. 


Senator Stawart'n Thunder. 


It 19 the privilege of any citizen to 


addreaB the President of the United 
Statfli in a respectful way. But most 
citizen? would decline to use any each 
privilege. There might be a question 
of propriety, and especially as to the uao 
oi satire and invective ia adtiteasing 
the President Senator Stewart aoanu 
to have no misgiving? of that tort. Ha 
immediately resorts to the prsia to let 
tho public know that he hai tackled 
Mr. Cleveland. There ia much m tho 
foreign policy of the Admiuwtration, if 
it can be naid to have one, that is open 
to criticism. Senator Stewart does not 
loco the opportunity to thrust m his 
ianca at the moat vulnerable points, as 
in thia paragraph, tot instance: 


"Your clear vinioa spans the conflne- 


mout and extends to the far-oft" islands 
of the Pacific and yon fully compreiu- nd 
the complete protection thai the navy 
of Great Britain, with haadquartera at 
Honolulu, would be to the Pacific 
coast, 


"The peoplo of the United States will 


view with ranch satisfaction the prepa- 
rations which you and Lord lumborlj 
are making to present the claims oi 
British and Aniu.-ieaa subjects, who, in 
the interests of th« mother country, 
conspire to overthrow the republican 
Government of Hawaii. The fact that 
the conspirators were unsuccessful ag- 
gravates the crime of the republic in 
nalntalniog its conatltntional Govern- 
ment and furnithei yon and Lord Kim- 
berly ample justification for demanding 
impossible xeparatlon to make ao excuse 
for planting the Britiih nag and extend- 
ing British rain over the only remaining 
outpost in the Pacific whsre military 
establishment by an unfriendly power 
would menace the commarco of the 
TJoitad Statea. 


"Tho object lesion of your broad and 


e*mpreh«Bsive statesmanship is already 
instructive. When yon have folly Bl- 
eared tte protection ef England for our 
•xtendid tea coast on both ocean* and 
the construction of the Nicaragua canal 
at the expense ot the United States, for 
the' benefit of Great Britain, yon?

But how is it to hava tho 
preference if gold also is used aa cur- 
rency? If it is to ba made fiat money, 
then gold would for a timo disappear 
from circulation in thia country. 


Kx-President Harrison ia one of that 


groat number who hold in theory, that 
gold aad silver coins ehould De eo near 
•like in value that th»y would be intor- 
rhnugeablo 
without 
inconvenience. 


Just how thia parity is to bo brought 
about haa never been made very clear. 
It can never be attained with the pres- 
ent ratio of silver to goid. The Popu- 
lists oppose any change of that ratio. 
That ia consistent enough with tho doc- 
trine of fiat money. 
While the silver 


men are strong, they are not strong iu 
that direction. The Populist idea oi 
finance is not tho accepted idea of lha 
country, and thero is little prospect that 
it ever will bo. Tho grant body of silver j 
man stand on the brondor and sounder 
doctrine of a bimetallic currency'. They 
are not all agreed aa to how this result 
is to b» brought aboul.

How can u currency 
of two motrsh bo kept on a parity? 
National bank cotes

deemable at all tlm»s in cold. It" silver 
could at all times bo redeemed m tho 
aiime way it ia probable that a \e--y 
email part of it would over bi pra- 
seated at home for redemption.

Coo^au has submitted to me a lew para- 
graphs, penned by an Eastern writer, in 
which the writer-says: "Baseball has ar- 
rived at its extraordinary altitude of pop- 
ularity, becsnse as it (;eta older it gets 
purer and better inMead of degenerating, 
as is usually tbe case. In (act, tho sport 
il wholly free from that downward ten- 
dency so common to other sporta. It holds 
its place as our national came because it is 
• (tame of skill, pluck und BCiouce, requir- 
ing a Sound body, clour head, quick judg- 
ment and une r.eQcral&hip; because it is 
fair, open, manly and robu't, without sx- 
casaive brutality; and, above all, because 
it is honestly conducted and in itself is 
not susceptible to corruption or crooked 
manipulation. Such a game, appealing to 
every American instinct, containing every 
American characteristic find suiting to a 
dexree the American temperament, cai 
never be displaced in popular a.lection by 
any foreign game, whether brutal or scien 
lilic. Let imitators of Eurtlish games o 
mere brutality disparage baseball as mud 
•s th»j will, they can t-ever prevail aguine 
it. So lonx (is baseball is houesily con 
ducted, so long will it remain tho chie 
sport of America. That it will bo honest;, 
conducted lu tho fourteen leagues wblcl 
this year enter tho fleld thero is uot tho 
•lightest doubt, considerim: the interests 
at stake aud the averf.*..' character of the 
men in control. These controllers have 
made many and crievoua mistakes, un< 
will probably make many more. They 
hare not always used their power wiseli 
or Trail, »ud they have not always caterot 
to the public in u way to conserve the besi 
interests of the game. In all tbat, how 
over, they acted according to tnelr light!

"Baseball, as everyone should know, is 


recognized as tho national pamo of our 
glorious country, and when i know that at 
lenst one-half of California's people have 
navor seeu the eamo or taken any interest 
in any thing that is recognized as beneficial 
to the nation, except when tboy can be 
personally benefited, I tool as though I 
must have been born in somo other Stale. 
"I un: asked .something ubont baseball 


almost every dav, and a great many go so 
far as to nsfc, 'Why don't you start tho 
gamo going for us?' 
In answering that 


question I have always suited that some- 
one will etart the game again sometime. 
It may be myself. 


"I iim afraid though that this will b» 


like everything else done in California; it 
will bo aftor our Eastern brethren have 
had two or Hires years ot boom and Im- 
mense prolits out of the game and will 
have ruined tho salaries ol the plaveni to 
such a standard that It will bo impossible 
to keep good men with us and be able to 
exist. This very thing was tho cause of 
tho recent downfall of baseball ou this 
coast. 


"If our people would put their shoul- 
ders to the wheel nnd ass,si in tho building 
up of everything, as well as bnsoball. from 
its infancy, tuoru would bo no question of 
our great State keeping In tho procession 
with other and older sections of our na- 
tion.
